Cullowhee Baptist Church 


While at Webster, the Church was called Unity Baptist; it was renamed Cullowhee Baptist Chu rch upon moving to 
Cullowhee Creek. In 1822, Unity Bap tist joined the French Broad Association--an organization of Baptist churches 
designed to aid one another in the Christian faith. In 1829, Cullowhee Baptist was one of the seven founding 
churches of the Tuckaseigee Association and has remained a member since that time. In the early 1900's, 
Cullowhee Baptist joined the North Carolina State Baptist Convention. The Church also joined the Southern Baptist

3 : and Oconaluftee River valleys during the 1820's. New churches were spawned, including Oconaluftee Baptist (circa 
1828); Old Savannah Baptist (circa 1836); Speedwell Baptist (circa 1902); and Little Savannah Baptist (circa 
1914). 


The Church never had a full-time minister during the 1800's; he either pastored another church or farmed to 
supplement his existence. The minister was elected annually by the congregation with the option of being re- 
elected. In 1920, the Church called its first full4ime minister. The state convention paid a portion of his salary. It 
was not until 1962 that the church secured a full-time minister who was not supported, in part, by the state 
convention. 


Situated on the campus of Western Carolina University, the Cullowhee Baptist Church of the 2000s seeks to 
minister to a somewhat transient community, as well as to local residents who have long been established in the 
Cullowhee area. The congregation is diverse, representing a variety of racial, educational, theological, 
professional, vocational, and social backgrounds. The basis for unity in the midst of such diversity is found in the 
common commitment to Jesus Christ and the pilgrimage of faith which binds people together in their quest for 
Christian truth and their need for one another. 


Momentous changes have occurred in the denominational relations of Cullowhee Baptist Church in recent years. In 
1993 the church broke its ties with the reactionary Southern Baptist Convention and affiliated with the more 
moderate Cooperative Baptist Fellowship. The church believed that the CBF embraced more traditional Baptist 
values and beliefs. Another denominational tie was broken in 2002 when the church withdrew from the 
Tuckaseigee Baptist Associ ation, an organi zation it had helped found in 1829. At issue was the church's call of a 
woman, Tonya Vickery, to be co-pastor with her husband, Jeffrey Vickery. Reactionaries in the association 
believed the church to be in violation of a Southern Baptist dictum that women could not be pastors. Continuing 
rancor with little hope of restoring fellowship caused the church to withdraw from the association. 


These changes are not to be feared, for change is a constant in the history of the church. Founded in 1821, the 
frontier congregation called itself Unity Baptist Church in an attempt to unify Calvinists and Armenians in the same 
body. The Armenians became dominant after the church moved from Webster to Cullowhee in 1823 and embraced 
free will doctrine and the need for missionaries. 


The church also changed certain practices in the 1800s. Foot washing was part of worship early on, but this was 
abandoned by the 1860s. Likewise, members were dismissed if they engaged in behavior considered immoral, like 
drunkenness, frolicking, stealing, or lying. By 1900, however, the practice of dismissal had stopped. When the 
North Carolina Baptist State Convention was founded in1830, the church joined it. But the lack of good 
transportation caused the church to withdraw and aff iliate with the Western North Carolina Baptist Convention in 
1845. This new convention supported its own missionaries and published its own literature. By 1899 the western 
convention was disbanded because travel to the east was easier. The church then resumed its ties to the state 


convention.

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The late 1800s witnessed other changes. The church organized an effective Sunday school, emphasized educated 
ministers, supported mi ssionaries to the Cherokees, and started the Women’s Missionary Union for the support of 
missions. This union provided leadership training for women and led to changes in the Tuckaseigee Association. At 
first only men could serve as messengers from the churches to the association, but by 1920 women became 
messengers. 


Other changes occurred in the 1900s. Up to 1929 the church had built four successive buildings, none of them 
adequate. Then the state convention granted part of the money needed to build the present church building. The 
congregation lacked the funds necessary to meet the needs of ministering to students, so the convention 

considered its funding of the building to be a missionary activity. Likewise, the church could not afford a full time 
minister until the state convention agreed to pay half the salary of one in the 1920s. It was understood that the.

director soon had a BSU building constructed on land leased from the church. 


The winds of social change impacted the church in the 1960s. Although the church once had slaves and freedmen 
as members, it had become racially segregated by the 1960s. Responding to the civil rights movement, the church 
in 1965 agreed to accept any believer regardless of race or color. To this time women had been excluded from the 
diaconate, but in 1966 Lucy Crawford became the first woman to be elected deacon. Many have been elected since 
then. 


Despite all of these changes, the re is one constant. The church has remained true to its belief that the Christian 
message offers hope to all people. This is the basis for its support for evangelism and a ministry to all types of 
people here and abroad.

I have finally had a chance to do some research on your Buchanan 

and McDonald lines. William Buchanan was born and marriddin Scot- 
land where his elder son, John, was born. This is proved by the 

1850 Census which lists John as born in Scotland. William Bu- 

chanan was born after 1746 since he paid poll tax ‘in 1796- and poll 
t,x was not charged. on anyone over aged 50 at this time. Since his 

son John was born in 177% (1850 Census) it can be preumed that 
William was-torn by 1750, so you have four years to pick from as

Buckhannan", The seven acre grant to William and the twenty acre 
grant to John account for twenty seven of the 137 acres listed by Wil- 
liam in 1792. I can find no record of the remaining 110 acres. I 

have made no attempt to track down all 1112 acres he had in 1812. 

I have not tried to follow any ef the descerdants of William who 
stayed in North Carolina tut I believe most who stayed remained in 

the same immediate area. 


I do not find Angus McDonald in the 1790 Census, but he waa in 
Richmond County by tax listing time in 1792. You will not that a 
listing was made for Anguish McDonald and Arguish McDonald, Jr. This 
does not prove a father-son relationship. However, I feel prone to 
believe they were father and son. Neither owned land. My feeling is 
that father and son arrived in Richmond County atout 1790 or 1791 
and were probably living with relatives. Since I find orly one of 
them listed for taxes after 1794 I think it very possible the elder 
Angus McDonald could have died. I have included copies of papers 
concerning the caveat of the will of Daniel McDonald. This will was 
caveated by bwo of his brothers, Alexander and Angus. My interpreta- 
tion of the papers is that they were all the son of a John McDonald. 
I have included this material so that you will not be confused by it 
in any future research. You will note that the execution against Alex- 


“ander and Angus for the costs was issued to the Sheriff of Moore 
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County. Angus McDonald of Moore was an entirely different man than 


“you Angus ard these documents do not apply to your family. I have also 
included some documents from the estate papers of your Angus McDonald. 


They give you a list of the children of Angus which differs from the 
list you sent me. I think another mistake has been made in the date of 
death of Catherine (Buchanan) McDonald. I think whoever read the tomb- 
stone misread 1836 for 1856. Catherine is not listed in either the 
1840 or 1850 Census ard it would be very easy to misread a 3 fora 5. 
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This would give a date of birth as THXEXHKHXMXEI¥E 1776. The 1810 
Census lists the wife of Angus as born between 1765 and 1784. The 
1820 Census lists her as born between 1775 and 1794. This would agree 
with a birth date of 1776.

Dear Mr. Pickering: 


Thank you for your check. The data which I sent you is’ not from 
any volumes of court records. It is from various loose papers 
which have survied at the court house. The tax records are filed 
in a box which is given the catalogue number "C. R. 82.703.2." 

' This numbering system is an arbitrary system devised by the N.C. 
Archives for their collection of county records. The number "82" 
designates that the record is from Richmond County. The 700 

‘series is for tax records, in this case 703 designates loose 
lists prepared by the constables in each district. The number "2"" 
represents the second box of. these records. Originally each courty 
was divided into militia districts which correspond to our present 
day townships. The term township was not used in North Carolina - 
‘until the passage of our present state constitution in 1868. Each 
district was to provide sufficient men to form one company of mi= 
litia and one of the county officials was the Captain of the dis- _ 
trict. Another county official in the district was the constables: 

‘A. third county official in each district was the Justice .of the 
County Court who was responsible for preparing a list of the taxables. 
Originally the constable would go around the district and notify © 
each head of household to list their taxes. de would prepare wf a 

- list of the people he had contacted and turn it into the appropriate 
Justice. Then the people would go to the designated places and list 
what. was required for tax- purposes. The Justice would then turn this 
list into either the County Clerk or the Sheriff and the names and 
other information would be compiled in a book. The Sheriff, as Tax 
Collector would use this book to see that he collected all taxes 
due. The Sheriff had to pay the Treasurer of the county an amount 
equal to the assessed taxes, less his commission, whether he collected 
‘the money or not. Occasionally you will find records where the 
County Court forgave the sheriff the taxes due from people who were 
insplvent or had left the county. In some counties there are well pre- 
served copies of the tax books, In others the tax books are missing 
but there are complete lists from eacn district. Unfortunately in 
Richmond County the books are missing and there is only a scattered 
collection of the indiviual district lists. 


The papers I sent you concerning the various estates are filed in an 
arbitrary collection which is refered to as Bstate Records. The ca- 
talogue number is "&% C. R. 82. 508 (Surname of deceased)". This col- 
lection comes from a variety of sources. It includes papers turned in 
to the court by administrators and executors in settling estates, pe- 
titons concerning estates and civil suits concerning estates. This 
collection can, at times, provide more genealogical inforration than 
any other one source. 


Y The copies of loose papers concerning land grants are from the Land 
Grant Office which is under the supervision of the Secretary of State. 
when copying these I included a copy of the face of the shuck in which 
they are filed. At the top of the shuck is a maker and under it the 


nama nf tha (ante Thatta rarnave aa Le ta. eta:

to the number and the courty name. Be sure to give the county name 

as the shucks for each county begin with the number "1". No loose 
papers survive for grants from the Proprietary Period (through 1729). 
Only about a third of the vapers survive for the Royal Period (to 
1776). Most of the papers survive since that time. There are shucks 

on file for ali lard grants recorded in the Fatent Books ever if there 
are no loose papers for these grants. The Patent Hooks record only 

the metes and bounds and the date the grant was issued. Where they 
“survive, the loose papers often give a great deal more information 

and so I use them where possible in my research. ©

Buchanan) who married Gilbert Mehillan. If I didn’t, please let 
me know. I remember that I called you long distance and told you 
what Io had found and that f was going to mail it all te you. This 
was in March 1982 (Lf think) and then my father died April 2, 1982 
right after that.

Sa with the death of my father and then having ta 
be the administratrix for my mother’s estate and his, Toput up 
all the information without looking at it any further. Sa after 
receiving your letter this past Saturday, I got all of it Gut and 
to my suprise it had all kinds of interesting things in it that 
coinside with what you sent me. 

Look over all the letters and information that I’ve enclased 
and see what you think. Then see if you can follow my thinking as 
Iowrite down my conclusions. If I get you confused or myself far 
that matter, its because I have so many papers here in frant of 
me ta try to put together at one time. Here goes: 

(These hand written letters, I don’t think are Griginals. Instead, 
it appears that your Aunt Agnes Lynn sent the originals to Susie 
Blue Buchanan, Susie copied the originals in her hand writing, 
and then returned the originals to Agnes Lynn or you grandfather, 
Eddie Buchanan.) On one of Susie’s typed pages af information, 
she states: "Mary Buchanan wife of Malcolm Buchanan (Bro, of John 
Buchanan) Born June 29, 1806 died May 19,1830 age 23 yrs 19 mo. 
li da." This answers the Question that I had about the Mrs. Mary 
Buchanan burried in the McMillan Cemetery. She was Malcolm 
Buchanan’s first wife, Mary McCollum. But here is something 
canfusing. According ta Anna’s Scrapbook, " Malcolm Buchanan 
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married first Mary McCollum. They had = children, Mary Arn, whe 
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seems that the Mary Ann Buchanan who died May 1831 age 1 yr and 1 
MO., (buried in the McMillan Cemetery, next to Mrs. Mary Buchanan) 
would be her child and Malcolm’s child. Then on another page in 
he scrapbook she also writes: "Malcolm’s 2nd wife Christian 
McArn. Mary Ann died May 1831. Age lo yr 1 ma." Again this implies 
that this Mary Ann was the daughter of Malcalm . But on Susie’ s 
typed page of info that I’ve enclosed, Susie states: "Mary Ann 
Buchanan died May 1831 age 1 yr. tomo. (child of John)" On this 
game typed sheet of Sugie*s alsa note that she lists: "Gilbert 
McMillan married Margaret. (Died 11-7-1817, age 24 yrs." I had 
wondered about her dying at such an early age to have had the age 
children that were listed for her. Soa I checked the McMillan 
Cemetery records that you sent me and it should have read age 42. 
that makes alot more sense. Soa [ have corrected this on my typed 

family sheets. Now one other thing of interest on this same typed 
page of Susie*s, note "Buchanan came to America between 17460 & 
1765 about 1763. copied from Laurinburg Court Houge from 1790 
information Old Settlers" This doesn*t coinside with the dates 
that John Blue Buchanan weote in his diary saying that John 
Buchanan was born in 1770 in Scotland and then came to America in 
"4177_". I think Sugie was wrong on her dates because then further 
down on the same page she writes: "John Buchanan died Aug.24,18466 
age 94 yrs.Came to America at age lil yrs." The death date and age 
af death for John Buchanan correspond with the exact dates on his 
tombstone. Which made his birth date be 1770 just as John. Blue 
Buchanan stated in his diary. Sa if John Buchanan had come to 
America at age lilo yrs. that would have been in the year I781 
which doesn" t correspond with any ather information. Maybe it was 
more like the age of 1,2, or 3 years when he came overcwith his 
father . Accarding toa Susie, she copied same type of records in 
the Laurinburg Courthouse from 1790 information on old settlers. 
Could you see if you could find any such record yourself. There 
must be samething recorded there! See the letter that I've 
enclosed from aJd. 7T. Calhoun to Miss Sugie Blue Buchanan dated 
August 1924 and the attached document from Richmond County, WoC. 
concerning John Buchanan and family! According toa this, 1818 ~ 28 
years would have him arriving in America in 1790, the game year 
that he was born. Looks like he was a small baby having been born 
in Scotland. 

Now doesn*t this letter of Mr. J.T. Calhoun give us some 
interesting information. According to it John Buchanan and his 
wife Elizabeth had three additional children that we didn’t know 
about : . 

Nancy Euchananborn 1792 who married a Calhoun ( a son nmamed 
Daniel Calhoun and a grandgan ,J. T. Calhoun of Jacksan, Ms.) 


Hugh Buchanan who moved to Jasper Coa., Ms. possibly about 1824, 

This seems hard to believe at first but then it begins toa make 
sense with everything else that we are finding. Duncan Huchanan 
of Richmond County, N.C. married Effy McInnis with Will dated 26 
Feb. 1836. (According to all the census records that [ had sent 


ta you previously it looked as though Duncan was a brother to our

John Buchanan b. 1770 Scotland but I didn’t have any proof for 
surce, just a conclusion from what I had at that time) Now 
according to Duncan’s will he has 3 nephews, a Duncan Buchanan of 
Mississippi, Hugh Buchanan of Mississippi, and a John Buchanan of 
North Carolina. (Duncan and his wife apparently had nao children 
of their own) So this letter from Me. J. T. Calhoun confirms that 
John had 2 sons, Duncan and Hugh Buchanan of Migsigssippi. This 
would give us the connection that John Buchanan of Richmond Co. , 
N.C. b. sa has a brother, Duncan Buchanan of Richmond Ca., N.C. 
with will dated 1836. (1 still have no ideas as to who the nephew, 
John Buchanan of N.C., belongs to, that is, he would have ta be a 
san of one of Duncan*s brothers, John or James Buchanan .So far 
I can’t fit him in with our John or James who wernt to Alabama. ) 

At this point, I decided tao go back and look at the census 
recards that I had copied. See the 1790 Census for North 
Carolina ( an a pink sheet that I gent you a long time aga): 

p.46 Fayette Dist. Richmond Co., John Buchanan , 1 male 16 ® up 
including Head of Family, (This would be John himself for if he 
was b. $1770, and in 1790 he would be 20 yrs. old, and just the 
right age to be newly married), and i female including the head 
of Family (This could be his young wife, Sarah McMillan. There 
were no other members of the house hoald so ma children had been 
born yet.But there is a problem with the idea that this was his 
wife. Accarding to her tombstone dates, she died 7 Nov. 18546 aged 
7O yrs, thus she would have been born about 1780 and only 10 
years Old in the 1790 Census and thus not old enough to be Johns 
wife at this time.So I’m not sure who the female is who is living 
in John Buchanan’s home at this time. (We’ll come back to this 
female in a few minutes as to her identity). 

Now look at page 46, Fayette District, Richmond Coa., William 
Buchanan, 2 males 16 and up including Head of Family ¢( This would 
be himself and 1 son over 16 yrs. of age. then it lists 1 male 
under 16, this would te another gon , then it lists & females 
including head of family. 

Lets assume that the John above is the son of William Buchanan , 
now grown and living away from his father. William still has 2 
s0n at home, a wife and S daughters. We know that John is suppose 
to be William Buchanan’s "oldest" son because he refers to him as 
such in his will dated March term 1818, Richmond Co., N.C. James 
is probably next in age being the gon still living at home with 
his father and listed as over 16 yrs. in 1790. This leaves still 
another son living at home but under the age of 16 years in 1790, 
This ais where Duncan Buchan who married Effie McInnis would fit 
in to the family. That is , according to the census records for 
1790 he had a total of three sons and we have just found the 
third one, Duncan. Now lets look at the number of daughters that 
William had. . 

According to Williams Will he had the following daughters: 
Margaret McMillan wife of Gilbert McMillan 
Catherine McDonald wife af Angus McDonald 
Mary Johnson wife of John Johnsen - 
Christian Buchanan GENEALOGY COLL 
Elizabeth Buchanan te DO NOT Cliees’” 

This would take care of the S&S daughters living with him in 
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We now discover that William had another daughter that we had not 
know about previously, Nancy Buchanan who married a McLeod. See 
my’ enclosed letter: "Georgia, Mantgomery County Jan. 24th AD 
1838" to Brother (John Buchanan) from Nancy Mcleod. and the other 
letters fram the McLeod nephews all back up this relationship . 
Also note the letter from Agnes Lynn Ta Susie dated Aug. 29, 
1931, She also refers to the fact that John Buchanan , her great 
grand father had sisters-"Mary, Margaret, & Nancy". So where do 
we fit this 6th daughter of William Buchanan into the 1790 Census 
records? She is possibly one of the 6 females living with William 
and her other five sisters and this would mean that possibly the 
mother wasn’t at home on the day of the census but rather was 
over at the grown son, John Buchanan, home when the census was 
taken . The mother could have been helping keep house for her san 
for sane reason OR this Nancy could have been one of William's 
older children, like John, and far some reagan she was living 
with her older brother,Johnm Buchanan, to help him with house 
keeping oar something. If such was the cage then this would make 
the mother be the oth female in the house hold with William 
Buchanan and the other S&S daughters still living at home. This is 
allo guess work but the numbers all seem to fit together. 

We might wonder why William failed to memtion this daughter, 
Nancy MelLeod,in his will but there could be several reasons for 
her name not to be mentioned. She could have been disowned. ¢ Just 
as it appears that John Buchanan apparently disowned his son 
Malcolm, William could have disowned his daughter, Nancy) Tt 
could just be that ghe lived go far away, in Montgomery Co., Ga. 
that he didn’t bother and only left things ta those children 
still in the vicinity. After all William didn’t mention his son, 
James Buchanan,  @ither. It could have been for the same reason, 
that he had moved too far away, to Alabama... But we know that the 
gon, James Buchanan,did exist even though he wasn’t in the will. 
Just as it appears that a daughter, Nancy Mcleod, did @xist even 
though she wasn’t mentioned in William*s will either. 

Now going back toa the J.7. Calhoun letter - and the 
information that we already know, it appears that John Buchanan 
bu 1770 Scotland m. Sarah McMillan bb. about 1780 N.C. had the 
following children:

Indexes for Miss. I found this Duncan Buchanan of Covingtan Ca, 
Ms. for 1820 & 1830 but I didn*t find the Hugh Buchanan in Miss.

same family in so short a time besides thear was other members of 
the family quite helpless and not expected to live for several 
days but the ware gradually lusing when I left home. Besides that 
family thear was many others dropping off with the same Disease 
or soamething of like character I would like very much to visit 
that state that I have herd so much of sa many glowing accounts 
which If have listened to with a great @al of pleasure, but It 
does seem to me that any preasants is always wanting at home. and 
too TJ must say that it is a little foreign ta my disposition to 
ramble abroad.

field at one time but we cant mot cow at them on the count of the 
thick woods & the main boddy of them is 200 miles of Marianna 
East and a small boaddy of the 25 miles West they have maid a 
treaty with us but Io do mot think they will stand to it and if 
not we will see had times hear before me. them Deer onkel we ar 
allo oa gittin a long thru life tolerable well at this time thears 
is none of us mearied but Mary. John Hul can not talk plain yet 
nor never will and he is aflicted with the rheumatic painge but 
perhaps a grater injenous you never saw. it ig a mity dout in my 
mine wheather I shall ever marry or not.

(my husband) ancestor, Alexander Buchanan, was an active member of 
that Clan. He attended their conclaves regularly, which fact 
wax greatly displeased his wife (Margaret Oswell) by his long 
absence from their home, mostly Bt night. He continued to wear 
his kilts after he came to this country, which displeased her 
because Bhe thought that he should be an American as he had 
adopted the United States as his home. But no amount of argument 
could induce him to take them off. He was a Free Mason, having 
joined them in Scotland and he attended the lodge regularly in 
New York. 


. Alexander Buchanan (of the Clan Buchanan) was born near 
Lumfirmline, Fifeshire, Scotland in 1736. He married Margaret 
Oswell in Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1753 and settled near there. 
Their children went to school in Edinburgh. They lived in that 
place-until 1777 when they sailed from Glasgow to New York, with 
a family of four @hildrens -Peter, Mary, George Oswell and 
Alexander Jr. They located on a farm-in- “Montgomery: Co. near 
Cherry /Valley, in Otsego, N. Y.
